Covent Garden Cheatre. 

One of the most numerous addierces we have seen this season, as- 
sembled here last night, te witness Mr. Kean’s Sir Giles Overreach— 
His performance, with that of Mr. C. Kemble’s, Mr. W. Farren’s, and 
Mr. Blanchard’s, was cheered from all parts of the house —The Ser- 
geant’s Wife, which followed, has lost none of its attractions, for we 
scarcely noticed any of the company leave the house at the end of the 
play. Miss Kelly, Keeley, Bartley, and Miss Goward, were excellent 
in their respective characters in the Drama, and elicited well deserved 
applause.—Messrs. O. Smith and Evans made two terrific villains.

Tae Opera of The Lord of the Manor, was performed here last 
night. This very agreeable en.ertainment, boasting the attractions of 
Braham, Miss Love, and Jones, in, perhaps, his very best character, 
that of Young Contrast, could not fail to afford great pleasure to the 
audience ; but, lest its want of novelty should render it unattractive, 
all the singers of consequence availed themselves of their modern pri- 
vilege of introducing such airs, as they might consider most fitted to 
produce an encore, with, of course, an utter independence of propriety. 
As long as the public choose thus to sacrifice the genius of Opera to 
the merest physical gratifieations of music—or only visit such errors 
on Madame Vestris, when they are inclined to exhibit the yery spirit 
of the elder Brutus, in point of criticism—we, of course, have nothing 
to do with the matter ; but we feel convinced; that had the’ musical 
connissenrs, who the other night disapproved of ‘I've been roaming,’ 
in The Marriage of Figaro, honored Drury Lane, last night, with 
their presence, they would have.exercised at once their acumen, and 
their lungs, in the detection and disapprobation of such discrepancies. 
The house was as well attended as could be expected, from the state 
of the weather; The Lancers, and High Life below Stairs, kept the 
audience in high good humor until the close of the entertainment.
